A Negro D Dapleres: 
The Segregation Decision 


Miss Hurston is a distinguished novelist and playwright, graduate of Barnard College. 
The following comments by Zora Neale Hurston, noted Negro author, appeared in a letter which 


she wrote to the Sentinel, of Orlando Florida. 


I PROMISED GOD and some other responsible characters, including a bench of 
bishops, that I was not going to part my lips concerning the United States Supreme 
Court decision on ending segregation in the public schools of the South. But since a lot of 
time has passed and no one seems to touch on what to me appears to be the most 


important point in the hassle, I break my 
silence just this once. Consider me as just 
thinking out loud. 

The whole matter revolves around the 
self-respect of my people. How much satis- 
faction can I get from a court order for 
somebody to associate with me who does 
not wish to be near them? The American 
Indian has never been spoken of as a 
minority and chiefly because there is no 
whine in the Indian. Certainly he fought, and 
valiantly for his lands, and rightfully so, but 
it is inconceivable of an Indian to seek 
forcible association with anyone. His well- 
known pride and self-respect would save him 
frem that. I take the Indian position. 

NOW A GREAT CLAMOR will arise in 
certain quarters, that I seek to deny the 
Negro children of the South their rights, 
and .therefore I am one of those “handker- 
chief-head niggers” who bow low before the 
white man and sell,out my own people, out 
of cowardice. However, an analytical glance 
will show that is not the case. 

If there are not adequate Negro schools 
in Florida, and there is some residual, some 
inherent and unchangeable quality in white 


' «schools, impossible to .duplicate anywhere 


else, then I am the first to insist that Negro 
children of Florida be allowed .to share this 
boon. But if there are adequate Negro 
schools, and prepared instructors _ and 
instructions, then there is nothing different 
except the presence of white people. 

For this reason, I regard the ruling of 
the United States Supreme Court as insult- 

ig, rather than honoring my race. Since 

e days of the never-to-be-sufficiently- 
deplored Reconstruction, there has been 
current the belief that there is no greater 
delight to Negroes than physical association 
with whites. The doctrine of the white mare: 
Those familiar with the habits of mules are 
aware that any mule, if not restrained, will 
autematically follow a white mare. Dishonest 
mule-traders made money out of this 
knowledge in the old days. 

LEAD A WHITE MARE along a country 
road and slyly open the gate and the mules 
in the lot would run out and follow this 
mare. This ruling being concieved and 
brought forth in a sly political medium with 
eyes on ’56, and brought forth in the same 
spirit and for the same purpose, it is clear 
that they have taken the old notion to heart 
and acted upon.it. It. is a cunning opening of 
the barnyard gate with the white mare 
ambling past. We are expected to hasten 
pell-mell after her. 

It is. most.astonishing that this should be 
tried just. when the nation is exerting itself, 
to shake off the evils of Communist penetra- 
tion. It is. to be recalled that Moscow, being 
made aware.of this folk belief, made it the 
main plank in their campaign to win the 
‘American Negro from the 1920’s on. It was 
the come-on stuff. Join the party and get 
yourself a white wife or husband. To supply 
the expected demand, the party had scraped 
up this-and-that.off of park benches and skid 
rows, and held them in stock for us. The 
highest types of Negroes were held to be 
just panting to get hold of one of these 
objects. Seeing how flat that program fell, 
it is astonishing that it would be so soon 
revived. ,Politics dees indeed .make strange

left than it was during the New Deal. 


But what if jit is contemplated to do 
away with the two-party system and arrive 
at government by administrative decree? No 
questions allowed and no information given 
out from the administrative department? 
We could get more rulings on the same 
subject and more far-reaching any day. It 
pays to.weigh every.saying and action, how- 
ever trivial, as indicating a trend. 

In the ruling on segregation, the unsus- 
pecting nation might haye witnessed a trial 
balloon. A relatively safe .one, since it is 
sectional and pn a matter not likely to 
arouse other sections of the nation to the 
support of the South. If it goes off fairly 
well, a precedent has been established. 
Government by fiat can replace the Constitu- 
tion. You don’t have to credit me with too 
much intelligenee and penetration, just so 
you watch carefully and think. 

MEANWHILE, PERSONALLY, .I am not 
delighted. I am not persuaded and elevated 
by the white mare technique. Negro schools 
in the State are in very good shape and on 
the improve. We are fortunate in having Dr. 
D. E. Williams as head and driving force of 
Negro instruction. Dr. Williams is relentless 
in his drive to improve both physical equip- 
ment and teacher quality. He has accom- 
plished wonders in the 20 years past and it is 
to be expected that he will double that in 
the future. 

It.is well known that I have no sympathy 
nor respect for.the “tragedy of color’”’ school 
of thought among us, whose fountain-head is 
the pressure group concerned in this court 
ruling. I can.see no tragedy in being too 
dark to. be. invited to a white school social 
affair. The Supreme Court would have 
pleased me more if they had concerned 
themselves about enforcing the compulsory 





education provisions for Negros in the South, 
as is done for white children. The next 
10 years would be better spent in appointing 
truant officers and looking after conditions 
in the homes from which the children come. 
Use to the limit what we already have. 
Them’s my sentiments and I am sticking 
by them. Growth from within. Ethical and 
cultural desegregation. It is a contradiction 
in terms to scream race pride and equality, 
while at the same ‘time spurning Negro 
teachers and self-association. That old white 
mare business can go racking on down the 
road for all I care. 


All Quiet On The 
Emmett Till Front 


The LIFE MAGAZINE, issue October 
3rd,. 1955 wept tears over Emmett Till as 
an innocent son of World War I soldier, 
Louis Till, who gave his life in defense of 
his Country. 

This young Negro, Emmett Till, came 
down to Mississippi from Chicago, threw his 
arms around a young married woman and 
made indecent proposals. He forgot he was 
not in Chicago and after having been given a 
number of chances to repent by the hus- 
band and brother-in-law of the insulted 
young wife, it is believed that Till was 
killed. 

When Senator James O. Eastland _pro- 
duced the Army records of Emmett Till’s 
father, Louis, it showed that he did not give 
his life for his Country. He was hung in 
Italy for kidnapping three Italian girls, Miss 
Zenchi, Miss Lucretzia and Miss Mari. He 
choked Miss Zenchi to death with his bare 
hands after repeatedly raping all three. 

This occurred in Civitavecchia, Italy, 
June 27, 1944.

This report intends to prove, without a 
shadow of_a doubt, that Dr. Ralph Bunche 
for a number of years had expressed him- 
self in writings, speeches, and organizational 
activity in a manner which paralleled the 
communist line in its major aspects. Further 
evidence is hereby presented to prove his 
expressions were of such a nature that 
they could only have been arrived at as a 
result of his going through a _ thorough 
indoctrination in communist methods and 
techniques. It will also be shown that his 
affiliations and activities were such as to 
fill the requirements necessary for a top 
level operative for the Kremlin apparatus. 

It also presents authentic documentation 
to substantiate the following summation of 
Dr. Bunche’s record of activities paralleling 
the communist line throughout the years 
which is so consistent that it seems im 
possible to interpret it as accidental:— 

1. Travels in Africa, which coinci 
with the Kremlin’s planting of agents in tha 
part of the world, in order to lay the basis 
for racial explosions of the future. Bunche 
wrote from there (Journal of Negro Educa- 
ton) denouncing “Imperialist Capitalism” 
and advocated the elimination of the current 
social order in the mother countries. The 
fruits of the Kremlin infiltration in Africa 
‘can be seen today in the bloody Mau-Mau

massacres. (1935-1936) 

2. Wrote a pamphlet which advocated a 
communistic”’ “program in respect to the 
Negro question and advocated class war 
throughout the world asking the non-white 
peoples to look to the Soviet Union for 
‘inspiration and leadership. (1936) 

- 3. Wrote a clearly communistic line in 
respect to education. He voiced the red line. 
that “American education” is “goose step 
education”. And that “Capitalism own the 
colleges and universities by right of pur- 
chase”. Bunche denounced “red riders’, and 
“oath clauses”. He complained that “in 
America.....‘we are living in an economy of 
capitalism and our educational system con- 
sistently harmonizes with the dominent 
capitalistic pattern’. (1936) 

4. Bunche was praised in the official 
theoretical red organ, THE COMMUNIST, 
published for upper echelon communists and 
supporters. One of the top communists, 
A. W. Berry, praised Bunche for “‘approach- 
ing the Marxist viewpoint” and “that 
Bunche realized the significance of the class 
struggle”. Berry then described Bunche as 
an “active friend and supporter” of the 
working class, which in the communist 
aesopian manner means a friend of the 
Soviets, since they claim exclusive franchise 
as representing the “working class’. (1937) 

5. Contributed an article to the RACE 

MAGAZINE whereby he _ repeated the 
“class” position on the race question and 
considered those who called the National 
Negro Congress as “dominated by reds” and 
as “biased individuals’. This magazine in its 
opening issue prominently announced that 
they are working for “a social upheaval 
which will plow up our institutions to their 
very roots and substitute a socialist order 
for the present capitalist imperialist order”, 
(1936) 
Actually. the. evidence of communistic 
writings. and:. communistic organizational 
activity. by Ralph. Bunche is greater overall 
than the combined evidence that government 
agencies had when they first began to .get 
interested in red activities of Alger Hiss, 
Remington, Harry Dexter White and the 
Rosenbergs. Bunehe’s commuunistic utter- 
ances and connections are there as a public 
printed record and it is a great puzzle as to 
why our Government officials have not 
taken appropriate action. Instead it seems, 
that there is an effort to hush up the entire 
matter. 

It is impossible for a person accidently to 
coincide in his own personal independent 
views so as to match the communist line 
in all of its major features. It is quite pos- 
sible that one may accidently coincide in 
viewpoint with some one part of the com- 
munist program, but, in respect to the over- 
all line it is a mathematical impossibility for 
anyone to independently match the total red 
line in its various ramifications. Such im- 
possibility is further compounded if the 
language used is strictly Marxist-Leninist.

mitted that it had deserted the Constitution 
and all legal precedent and procedure. 
Instead, it depended upon the maudlinisn 
of so-called experts in sociology, as author- 
ity for pretending that the federal govern- 
ment has power over conduct of ‘public 
schools, established by the States and. local 
governments within the States, and finanéed 
by the tax-payers of the States. When ‘the 
records of these “sociologists” were ex- 
amined, it was shown that they are top- 
notch Communist-liners,

In a debate with Stephen Douglas at Charles- 
ton, Illinois, September 18, 1858, Abraham Lincoln 
expressed his views on the racial question. 

“T am not nor never have been in favour 
of bringing about in any way the social and 
political equality of the white and black 
races! I am not nor ever have been in favour 
of making voters or jurors of negroes, nor 
of qualifying them to hold office, nor to 
intermarry with white people. I will say in 
addition to this that there is a physical 
difference between the white and black 
races which I believe will forever forbid the 
two races living together on terms of social 
and political equality: and inasmuch as 
they. cannot so live, while they do remain 
together there must be the position of the 
inferior and superior, and I am, as much as 
any other man, in favour of having the 
superior position assigned to the white 
race.”
